Area officials react to McVeigh bombing trial 


Gary Griffin of Edwardsville was working in 
Tulsa, Okla., when Timothy McVeigh planted a 
bomb that shook Oklahoma City and thousands 
of other ordinary people who happen to work 
for the federal government. 

Griffin, a grants manager with the U.S 
Department of-Interior’s office in Alton’s fede 
al building, said a guilty verdict Monday was 
the second: major factor in bringing a sense of 
closure to the incident 

McVeigh was convicted Monday of blowing 
up the Alfred P. Murrah Federal Building in 
Oklahoma City in April 1995 in a murderous 
attack against his own government that awak 
ened America to the threat of homegrown ter- 
rorism 

Griffin was in Oklahoma City to watch when 
the wreckage of the building was imploded, 
providing the first major event in the process 
of closure, he said. 

“It was amazing. Nearly everybody who 
watched the implosion was crying,’’ Griffin 
said 

Griffin said he knew a U.S. Drug Enforce- 
ment Agency supervisor who had to cope with 
the fact that the supervisor had sent a female 
agent to Oklahoma City just before the April 
19, 1995, blast. 

“She was pregnant and lost every friend and 
co-worker she had,” Griffin said. ‘Those kind 
of stories are extremely common.” 

While Griffin and others were feeling a quiet 
sense of relief, Madison County State’s Attor- 
ney Bill Haine was applauding Monday's ver- 
dict enthusiastically

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911 repeats threat 
to cut cellular calls 


Administrators of 911 sys 
tems in Illinois still are threat- 
ening to cut off calls from cel- 
lular telephones if phone 
companies don’t pay up. 

“Wthout some kind of con- 
tract, we won’t be able to take 
their calls,’’ said David Whip- 
ple, Madison County 911 coor 
dinator and vice president of 
the Illinois chapter of the 
National Emergency Numbers 
Association. 

Two weeks ago, 911 officials 
warned that if a bill wasn’t 
passed to require payment of a 
911 surcharge for cellular 
phones, they would have to cut 
off service to cellular phones. 

That would mean that mil- 
lions of cellular phone custom- 
ers may not be able to dial 911 
directly. 

Currently, 911 systems in 
Illinois are funded by a sur 
charge on regular, wired 
phones. In Madison County, 
the surcharge is 65 cents per 
phone line. 

The 911 agencies are con- 
cerned that increasing num- 
bers of cellular phones are 
jamming their phone lines with 
calls from people who may not 
even be paying to support the 
system 

The National Emergency 
Numbers Association has an 
opinion from its attorney stat 
ing that 911 systems could be 
held liable if cellular phone 
calls tie up lines when regular 
phone customers are trying to 
place a call 

Whipple said Friday that he 
would draft a letter to Ameri- 
tech and Southwestern Bell, 
the two largest local providers 
He said he would ask the two 
companies to begin assessing a 
911 surcharge of 65 cents for 


each cellular phone in the 
county. 
The companies also will be 


asked to hold Madison County 
911 blameless for any liability 
that may arise from an emer- 
gency call 

Doug McFarlan, executive 
director of external relations 
for Illinois Ameritech, said his 
company still wants to work 
with 911 agencies. 

“‘We thought everyone was 
OK with this,’’ he said. ‘‘Now, 
all of a sudden, there’s this 
last-minute push at the end of 
the legislative session."’ 

However, McFarlan acknowl-

The 49-year-old fitness guru 
walked 10,608 miles on his first 
nine-month journey, from Oct. 
9, 1982, to July 15, 1983. The 
second trip covered 11,208 
miles and took a year, from 
Sept. 7, 1984, to Sept. 5, 1985. 

He knocked on strangers’ 
doors to find shelter or stayed 
in motels, and he says he has 
no ‘‘war stories’’ to tell about 
his journeys. There were no 
muggings or even encounters 
with dogs, although he 
acknowledges he had a couple 
of canine scares 

Sweetgall captivated 
audiences in two appearances 
Wednesday sponsored by St 
Anthony’s Health Center, both 
held in the hospital's Wellness 
Center in Alton Square. One 
was a Fitness Walk Clinic, and 
the other was titled ‘‘Walking 
Off Weight and Stress 
“Seminar.”’ 

“Think in terms of fun and 
enjoyment,”’ Sweetgall told his 
audiences. “‘Find something 
you enjoy doing. I don’t do any 
exercise I don’t like.”’ 

But Sweetgall’s forte is 
walking, and he offered many 
tips on its health benefits and 
the best way to go about it. In 
talks laced with humor, he 
advised his listeners concerned 
about weight control: ‘‘The 
more you walk, the more you 
lose.”’

ALTON — Lawyers for GermaniaBank note 
holders are trying to hammer out a settlement 
with the FDIC to recover millions of dollars 
lost in the defunct savings and loan 

**‘We've been negotiating steadily for a month 
with the FDIC to try to win a settlement for 
the note holders,”’ said attorney Frank Duda, 
who represents former bank customers in a 
seven-year-old lawsuit 

Duda and Wood River attorney Rod Pitts 
have been battling in federal court for the last 
five years to recover $10 million for 600 former 
Germania customers in Alton, Wood River and 
throughout the area. 

Hundreds of capital note holders lost millions 
of dollars when the 100-year-old Alton savings 
bank failed and was séized by the federal 
Office of Thrift Supervision in 1990 

“Older people lost their life savings in the 
note: said Duda, who filed the lawsuit 
against former Germania officers and the 
FDIC in June 1990. 

U.S. District Judge Paul Riley in East St 
Louis ordered the Federal Deposit Insurance 
Corp last Sept. 20. to pay $8.1 million to the 
note holders. 

After a trial, Riley ruled that unlicensed 
salespeople illegally sold millions of dollars in 
uninsured capital notes in Germania branches 
in Alton and throughout Illinois. 

The FDIC immediately decided to appeal the 
judge's decision.to the 7th U.S. Circuit Court of 
Appeals in Chicago. 

Duda and Pitts have been negotiating in Chi- 
cago with the FDIC for a settlement to avert 
an appeal that could take years to resolve in 
court 

“The lawsuit has been going for seven years, 
and the note holders have been waiting for 
their money,’ Duda said 

A long app@al-would cause the case to drag 
on many more years, Duda said 

“‘And we’re not sure what the outcome would

The man who was injured not only sued the 
driver of the vehicle, but he also brought suit 
the club. The basis for his action 
against the health club was its asserted failure 
to control the intoxicated driver of the other 
vehicle. The plaintiff alleged that the club 
should have notified the police of the intox- 
icated state of the two men. In addition, the in 
jured party felt that the owners of the business 
establishment should have protected the plain- 
tiff from the intoxicated driver, and that there 
should have been security personnel in the 


In one recent case, two men attempted to 
enter a health club and bar. Two employees of 
the club refused to allow the men into the bar 
because they appeared to be intoxicated. The 
employees later testified that they were aware 
that the men had been drinking since they had 
bloodshot eyes and slightly slurred speech. 
When they were asked to leave, the two intox 
icated gentlemen became abusive and obnox- The Court rejected all of these arguments, 
and a verdit was directed in favor of the health 

The club employees did not escort the men 
to the parking lot nor did they call the police. 
Furthermore, there was no club supervision of 
the parking lot. The intoxicated men got in 
their car, and an argument ensued with 
another club patron when there was a near col- 
lision of their respective vehicles. The men who 
had been refused admittance to the club got 
back into their car and purposely drove into the 
other man’s car and pinned his leg against the 


evidence concerning any prior i 
the two intoxicated men. In addition, the Court 
noted that the club had no way of knowing of 
the intoxicated driver's violent or dangerous. 
nature. Whereas the employees of the club 
knew that the individual had been drinking, 
they could not have known the extent of his in- 
toxication. Therefore, the Court refused to hold 
the club liable for the injuries

If your roots go down deep in Egypt 
(southern Illinois), rest assured that you 
ive in a unique place. For one thing, the 
races got a good mix there French, 








German, Cajun, a few Englishmen, Indian ~ 


and river French, plus the incomers from 
Kentucky and the Carolinas — and when 
this melting pot was stirred vigorously 
over the years, the end result was the 
friendly native we call Egyptian 

They are not exactly Ozarkians, 
although they do have their friendliness 
and per: ‘ance.

In these towns, as in most communities, 
stealing someone else’s best gal is usually 
a matter of ethics or body chemistry. It 
happens, over and over, for such is the 
intricacy of young love. 

Then comes the dummy, sort of a 
trophy beamed .at the loser 

“Did you hear the news? Mary dumped 


John!"* 

“I knew it was coming. Is Gustave the

So the phones ring, and within hours, 
everyone in town knows about Mary 
dumping poor John. If you get the 
dummy, you’d better be a good sport 
about it!

Tourists motoring through these towns 
of course know nothing of the game.

But the waitress who serves them their 
bratwurst luncheon soon enlightens them, 
and out come the cameras.

Here’s a story right down John 
Pertzborn’s alley, and 1 bet he’s never 
heard of it 

The pended straw dummy, senior 
citiz xplain, is purely local in these 
half dozen towns. It came over from 
Germany and Austria. The practice 
started with the first incomers at Civil 
War time, and there has never been a 
let-up 

In old-world tradition, the bierstube or 
local saloon is the social club of the 
community. These lounges are a bit 
different from the usual run. Here 
farmers relax over a beer and discuss 
crops or politics as they play their 
favorite game of kloepper — so popular 
here in the area that an annual 
tournament is held.

Head Start on summer fun 
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Drinking, boating: 
a lethal combination 


Conservation officials urging caution 


Sun, fun, water and boats spell summer for 
many people, but they can also spell disaster 

Officials with the Illinois Department of Nat- 
ural Resources say they are most concerned 
this season with boaters who drink and passen- 
gers who go without life jackets 

Conservation Police, Capt. Mark Ottis of the 
department’s Alton office said drinking while 
boating is a bigger problem every year. 

“The problem with an intoxicated boat driver 
is that the wind, sun and the weather in gener- 
al increases the effect of the alcohol. It dulls 
reflexes, and it becomes a double whammy,” 
Ottis said. 

“There are no brakes on a boat. In some 
ways, an accident on water can be more seri- 
ous than an accident on land,"’ he added. 

The U.S. Coast Guard defines this as “‘boater 
fatigue.” This is caused when the sun and wind 
dehydrate the body. Dehydrated people will 
absorb alcohol more quickly. Someone with a 
blood-alcohol content of 0.035 can have 
impaired judgment. A blood-alcohol content of 
0.035 is one-third the legal limit for driving a 
car. 

Although the number of boating accidents in 
Illinois has dropped each year since 1994, the 
number of fatalities in those accidents has ris- 
en four of the last five years. In 1996, there 
were 155 accidents, compared with 178 in 1995 
and 157 in 1994. Those accidents caused 27 


deaths on Illinois’ lakes and rivers in 1996, 16 
in 1935, 17 in 1994 and 32 in 1993 

Tim Schweizer, public information officer for 
the Department of Natural Resources, said 
people don’t wear life jackets for many of the 
same reasons they don’t wear seat belts. 

“They say they’re uncomfortable, confining 
or hot,’’ Schweizer said. “‘But they’re no i2 
if you’re in the water without one, especially in 
a river.” 

Nationally, the Coast Guard estimates that 
nine out of 10 people who die in boating acci- 
dents aren’t wearing life jackets. Of the 16 
people who died in Illinois boating accidents in 
1995, 10 would have survived if they had been 
wearing life jackets, state officials said. 

“The Coast Guard just approved an inflat- 
able life jacket this year,’’ Schweizer said. 
“You can wear it on a hot day without over- 
heating, and it’s not bulky. They save a lot of 
lives.”” 

The Department of Natural Resources offers 
free boating safety courses to anyone over 10 
years old. Youths 12 to 18 are required to com- 
plete this course before they are allowed to 
drive a boat without adult supervision. The 
course is recommended to all first-time boat 
owners and anyone who hasn’t had a safety 
course recently. For more information, cail 
(800) 832-2599.

taxing district in 1990. Until that time, the library submitted its 
annual budget to the city and the city levied a tax to cover the 
library’s expenses 

But after the library formed its own district and had its own 
taxing power, the city stopped levying a tax for library purpos 
es. 

The library’s suit relied on a state statute that requires cities 
that formeriy funded other “governments’’ with a portion of 
personal property tax funds to continue to pay a proportional 
amount of replacement tax funds to that entity 

Both City Attorney Leo Konzen and Library District Attorney 
Ed McCarthy said there is no other existing or pending case law 
on the issue. 

When the state abolished its personal property tax in 1979, 

overnments received a portion of the state’s replacement tax 
ands. Those funds were to be allocated by cities to other gov- 
ernments — such as libraries — that cities had previously fund- 
ed through the personal property tax 

But the city argued that the library was not funded with 
personal property tax funds under the Local Library Act. As a 
home rule city, the city is not subject to maximum tax rates 
and may allocate tax funds among its various functions as it 
deems necessary. Thus, while the maximum tax rate for librar- 
ies was 15 cents per $100 of as: sed valuation for cities that 
levied a tax under the Local Library Act, the rary was actual- 
ly receiving nearly twice that amount by 1989 because of the 
city’s home rule tax status. 

And when the library formed its own taxing district in 1990, it 
took with it a maximum tax rate of 29.7 cents per $100 of 
assessed valuation the rate at which the city levied taxes for 
library purposes the previous year. 























Konzen said the library — when it was a part of the city — 
had received about 19 percent of the city’s tax revenue but 
represented only about 4 percent of the city’s function. Other 
functions, such as fire and police protection and street mainte- 
nance, were paid for from other revenue sources, he said 

Konzen argued that the library district had actually benefited 
by inheriting a higher tax rate as a result of the city’s refusal to 
allocate replacement funds and the city’s home rule status 

Rongey agreed 

“As a result of the home rule status of the city of Granite 
City, the library board of trustees annual budgets steadily 
increased from $151,833 in 1970 to $585,208 for the 1986 tax year,” 
Rongey wrote in her memorandum of Jaw and judgment 

“The combined effect of the removal of the statutory caps for 
the municipal library function, and the decision of the City 
Council of Granite City not to share other revenue with the 
library, not even the replacement tax, resulted in the library 
budget rising to $604,682 for the 1989 tax year and created an 
equivalent tax rate of 17 percent, almost twice the rate that 
would have been permitted under’ (the Local Library Act),”” 
Rongey noted 

In effect, Konzen said, the library was trying to have the best 
of both worlds: the benefit of the higher tax rate as a result of 
no allocation of replacement tax funds, plus a percentage of 
replacement tax funds
